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INTRODUCTION 


The advent of the Food Stamp Program in 1939-43 and the more recent pr 
aram initiated in 1965 required the use of substitutes for cash in ma 
kina chanae for food coupons under one dollar. This need in turn en- 
couraged the development of a nationwide series of tokens and paper Scr 
that are only now beainnina to receive oraanized attention. These mode 
ern merchants' tokens and paper scribd were used by Iowa shonkeepers ang 
their customers as thev were by everyone else in the other U.S. states 
and territories - wherever the Food Stamp Program was imnlemented. 


While many stores used different forms of printed paper credit slips, 
others used tokens, or both, at one time or another. Some shops used 
only register receipts with the amount due pencilled upon them. But, 
in January, 1979, for the second time since 1965 stores were required 
to use cash for making change instead of tokens, and at this writing 
both are obsolete. This catalog lists tokens of Iowa, and only those 
so far known to collectors in contact with the FOOD STAMP CHANGE NEWS- 
LETTER. 


The plastic pieces listed here were manufactured in the main between 
1972 and 1978. The metal tokens must have been made between 1965 

and 1972, the latter year beina a time durina which the costs of making 
metal tokens rose astronomically. Coincidina with that rise came the 
availability of the 28-29mm plastic tokens made by the Personalized 
Plastics Company (PPCo) of LaCrosse, Wisconsin. Its aaqgressive and 
widespread marketing campaign brought these little plastic "chips" to 
nearly every town in the country - and they represent the vast majority 
of listings in this work. 


Other companies which made plastic tokens were the Tropical Lab Com- 
pany, also of LaCrosse, and the Plastic Tag and Trade Check Company 
(Platco) of Bay City, Michigan. The metal tokens seem to be the type 
usually manufactured by the Meyer and Wenthe Company of Chicago. In 
comparison to PPCo these latter firms seem to have made little or no 
effort to market a Food Stamp Change line in Iowa. 


The PPCo tokens come with a common reverse legend for all: 
Food Stamp Credit/ 1¢/ In Eligible Foods 


This reverse legend has two major types, one with uncolored and raised 
letters, the other with sliaghtly incuse white letters resulting from 

a heat-pressure process. The latter greatly outnumber the former type, 
and all other makes as well. There are four major varieties of the 
heat-process reverse, three of which are represented in this catalog. 
For their details please see the FOOD STAMP CHANGE NEWSLETTER for 
July, 1981. Those three are shown below. 


SLRN SLSN LLSN 


The SLRN variety is among the most scarce of the heat-pressure reverses. 
Randall's Market in Boone was the source of the only one listed here. 
All PPCo pieces have common color/denomination combinations: 1¢ - black, 
5¢ - green, 10¢ - blue, 25¢ - red and 50¢ - pink. Those made by Tro- 
pical Lab and Platco have other combinations. Examples of these are 

the listings for Ernie's in Reinbeck and Jim & Dean's in Council Bluffs 
respectively. Metal token representations can be found in the Marshall- 
town and Sioux City listings. 


No pieces are listed here from the 1939-43 period if there are such for 
Iowa, and if they exist they will tend to be scarce. Clues to locating 
the early tokens will be found in legends which will state "blue" or 
“orange”, or sometimes only "B" or "OQ". Denominations are usually 1¢ 
or 5¢. Unlike their later counterparts they will be metal. 


While many tokens are listed here it is unquestionable that many more 
are unrecorded. Information about pieces not listed here will be es- 
pecially welcome and should be sent to the address below.
